Washington — Although immediate 


danger lias apparently been removed 
in the port settlement, uneasiness 
continues here about the situation in 
China; in fact nothing 
in the for- 


eign world has given, quite a's much 
concern to President Coolidge since 
lie took office. 


The possibilities 
in the Chinese 


-' problem arc never on" the 
surface 


anyhow. Situations ill the Far East 
usually smoulder and then suddenly 
burst into names. The American gov 
eminent recognizes that in this in- 
stance the material considerations are 
secondary, for no matter which fac- 
tion gains the upper hand there al- 
ways will bo need for outside capital 
and development. What, however, will 
be the result if tho anti-foreign agi- 
fation crystallizes into a permanent 
demand that the missionaries coast 
their activities is the source of much 
worry today. The indications are that 
despite the splendid work done by the 
missions in the last few generations, 
the Chinese, including many " who 
were educated to 
Christian 
stand- 


ards, have joined In open manifesta- 
tions of hostility to the church peo- 
ple. 


FEAR SOVIET IDEAS 


This,- it is hoped, of. course, is but 


a temporary feeling1 and that when 
peace comes the Chinese will again be 
receptive to foreign teachings. But 
the possibility that soviet ideas which 
are being implanted in China may at- 
tack the idea behind the Christian 
•missions is giving concern, already. 
The American government has scrup- 
ulously refrained in recent years from 
insisting on the right of American 
missionaries to conduct their religious 
.activities in foreign ~ countries, con- 
centrating on the point that the lives 
and property of missionaries are en- 
titled to protection and occasionally 
interceding as. in Turkey 
whenever 


threats which might involve destruc- 
tion of school systems might be in- 
volved. 


In Mexico, the American 
govern- 


ment took the position that it had no 
right 
to interfere 
if the 
Mexican 


authorities passed laws 
interfering 


ivith the freedom of worship of Amer- 
ican Catholics or those of 
foreign 


countries, contending that the Monroe 
jlDoctrinc did not imply an obligation 
"to interfere on behalf of foreign na- 


tional on religious questions.

MAY .MEET RESTRICTIONS 


_ In the Far East the Missionaries 
may be up against restrictions and 
regulations if the soviet ideas prevail 
that may interfere seriously with mis- 
sionary work. For the present 
the 


"Washington government is concern- 
ing itself with the problems of pro- 
tection of life and property hoping 
that no serious difficulties may arise 
between the Ciiinesc and the mission- 
aries though the reports of hostility 
to the missionaries have suggested 
the probability of a more 
serious 


problem later on when once the re- 
fugees are brought in from tho in- 
terior points and the question arises 
of what shall the future activities of' 
the missions be. 


The dispatch of additional forces to 


China is being considered not so much 
because of a danger today or tomor- 
row but thirty days hence. For it 
takes a long time to get an expedi- 
tionary force to Chinese waters and 
the administration is obliged to guess 
ahead as to what the developments 
are likely to be a month hence It's 
nbout the most delicate and difficult 
foreign question that has 
yet con- 


fronted the Cooli'lgc administration.

REGION IS FLOODED 


AS LEVEES GIVE WAY 


Memphis—OP) —Laconia circle, 


a district of 12.:;<!0 acres of fertile 
Arkansas land lying: in a northern 
extension of Dc&ha-co in southeast 
section of the state, was Wednes- 
day being gradually covered by 
waters of the Mississippi river. 
Levees surrounding this semi-cir- 
cle of earth lifted against the per- 
ennial encroachments of the Mis- 
sippi and White rivers, by slaves 
of Frenchmen migrating upward 
from Louisiana a hundred years 
ago, gave way late Tuesday after- 
noon.

'FATHER OF RIM 


DELIVERY" DiES 


Perry S. Heath, Prominent 


Editor, Entered Service Un- 
der McKinley 


WashiiiRton—(XP)—Perry S.' Heath, 


known as the "father of the rural 
free delivery" and for years promin- 
ent as an editor and publisher, died 
at his-home early Wednesday after 
an illness of more than six weeks. A 
picturesque figure in the las<t quarter 
of tho ninfpnnth century as newspa- 
per man and prolific political writer. 
Mr. Heath entered the postoffice de- 
partment in 3S?7 under President Mc- 
Kinlfy. and with less than $30.000 
authorized by congress for experiment- 
al purposes, started the first work on 
one of the greatest advancements in 
postal distribution in history. ' 


When he resigned three years later 


as assistant postmaster general, the 
rural delivery service he had establish- 
ed was costing about $423.000 a year. 
In 1!>23 the cost'was 5103.000.000. His

Fred L. Black, business mana- 
ger of Mr. Ford's weekly,*' the Dear- 
born Independent, confirmed previous 
reports of the accident, in a state- 
ment prepared by him and other mem- 
bers of the Ford' organization. 


Mr. Ford was taken to the hospital 


Tuesday night. It is believed his in- 
juries were minor and that he-was 
taken to the hospital he endowed, 
simply for examination. No' informat- 
ion was obtainable at 
the. hospital 


nor at Ford offices. 


Reports were that the motor mag- 


nate was returning home alone 
in 


one of his small cars from the Ford 
administration building at Dearborn, 
when a machine from the rear side- 
swiped Mr. Ford's car, forced him over 
an embankment, the machine rolling 
over three or four times near a bridge 
on the River Rouge.

made his way alone to the lodge at 
tho gate of this estate where he was 
met by a. gatekeeper and led to his 
residence.
